The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the inventions differ in that the claims of Group I is directed to a method 
of forming a structural member comprising introducing particles of the structural material 
into a gas comprising hydrogen, mixing the gas and particles into a stream and directing 
the stream toward a base member and subjecting the structural member to a sub- 
atmospheric pressure to release the hydrogen from the structural material. The claims 
of Group II is directed to a method of forming a preform for use in a structural member 
comprising providing a base member, spraying particles on the base member to form 
the preform and plastically deforming the preform to approximate the desired 
dimensions of the structural member. 

Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the article can be made by a materially different 
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process such as by spraying particles on the base member to form the preform having a 
machinable portion and plastically deforming the preform to form the predetermined 
dimensions such that the base member and the structural material of the preform have 
dimensions approximating the dimensions of the machined structural member. 
Inventions II and III are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 
806.05(f)). In the instant case the article can be made by a materially different process 
such as by introducing particles of the structural material into a gas comprising 
hydrogen, mixing the gas and particles into a stream and directing the stream toward a 
base member and subjecting the structural member to a sub-atmospheric pressure to 
release the hydrogen from the structural material to form the preform having 
predetermined dimensions. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for any one of Groups l-lll is not required for any other Group, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
